ANOTHER PLAN. 


The Telegram wants a railway oconned- 
ting Toronto with Ottawa, but does not 
-] fancy paying $6,000,090 for thie bonefit’ it 
will confer, This is its plan: 

The Toronto and Ottawa «railway will 
oostsomething in the nsighborhool of $6, 
000,000, But wehavea plan by which 
connoction can bo had bativeon’Poronto and 
Ottawa for one-sixth of the Amount. Brief- 
ly stated it is this. Utiliza tha Toronto 
‘and Nipissing for fifty mjios to Wick; then 
build a six mile link to Manilla, on 
Whitby and Port Perry pad, which takes 
you to Lindsay; tin go by the Midland to 
Omemed; from ‘Omehe build a link of 
thirteen miles to’ P, boro’; then from 
Peterboro’ go to T¥eed bAyho Grand Junc- 
tion; then gbuild Arom > d to, Perth, 
forty-eight and a half miles; or to Carleton 
Place, filty-seysnmilos; then go by Can- 
ada Central to Ottawa. This makes a 
difference of some nine miles in faydr of the 
proposed Toronto and Ottawa schemo,-but 
there would only be 76 milds to build \in- 
stead of 220, But this plan” has other 
grounds upon which it commonds itsolf 
than.that of cost. It woul pat Toronto 
into closer communication witha number 
ofsmallcommorcial centres which have 
been already built up.

Newman Hal! 


Biographical Sketch of the Celebrated 


Preacher, 


Philadelphia Telegraph. 


The Rey. Newman Hall, whose unplea- 
occupying a large share of attention on 


John Vine Hall,the author of a well known 
tract,*The Sinner’s Friend,” and was born 
in 1816. His brother,Capt. J. V. Hall,was 
thecommander of the steamship Groat 
Hastern for a short time after the drowning 
of Capt. Harrison at Southampton in 1861. 
‘Lhe Rey. Newman Hall was oducated at 
| Totteridge anl at Hoighbury College, and 
graduated B. A. at the London University. 
In 1855,he took the degree of L. L. B.,and 
Won, tlie Inw scholarship. Ho was appoint- 
ed preacher of the Albion Congrog ational 
Church at Hullin 1842, position which 
ho retained until 1654, when ho accepted 

the pastorate of R JWwland Hill's Clapal, 

London. Tu 1850 ho opposed the popular 
cry against “Papal aggressiog,”” in wuich 

action he stood-almost-nlond among ‘his 
co-religionists. During tho civil war in 

this country he was an earnest friend of the 


emancipation: Whoen-thé war ‘was! over, 
Mr. Hall mado a visit to this country, with 
a view of allaying the bitter feeling against 
Groat Britain which had been aroused by 
the course of that country during the 
struggle. During his spjourn in 
this country he proachol .tray ioncly in 
all the leading cities, ad atirioted 
vast throngs of psople whgruver lis ‘went. 
In this city ho delivered four sermons in a 
single day. His style a3 a pulpit orator, 
proved to be mateliless in 
directness, and force. 
made another visit to 
withont creating as gre 
the first visit. Mr. Ha 
¥overal religious tracts ave had an 
almost unpreceden circulatiou. ‘Pho 
nao3t popular of thess was entitled ‘Como 
to Jesus.” More than 1,500,000 of it hava 
been printed in Fngland alone, and it has 
been translated into thirty Isnguages. Ho 
has also written an argumentative troatise 
on sacrifice, and several small works on 
total abstinence, of which he has boen an 
earnest advocate during a quarter of a cen- 
tury. ‘The elevation of the macses in this 
country has been an object of his practical 
solicitude for many years, and he has in 
many ways labored to promote it. He 
opened his chapel for weekly lectures on 
secular subjects, and was thus instrumental 
in improving tho morals as well as the 
minds of many people in hisneighborhood.

Lonpon, Sept. 2.—Workmen at Bolckow 
Vaughan & Co.'s great iron and steel 
works, near Middlesboro, on the Lees,have 
submitted to a redaction offrom 5 to 10 
per cent Of wages. 

The Times, reviewing the fishery ques- 
tien, says the Opinion” expressed in UO. 
S. that the whole question should be settled 
between the States Department and Foreign 
Office, without the North American colo- 
nies having a voice in the matter betokens 
& misapprehension of the polity of the 
British empire, which accords to its colo- 
nies freedom of action. In-shore fisheries 
are an inalienable heritage of Canada, and 
Newfoundland, and these countries 
must say on what terms a participation in 
them should be granted. It is somewhat 
surprising that the U. S., which owe their 
existence as a nation to the assertion of 
the very principle that a colony must have 
a yoice in any negotiations which affect its 
interest, ‘should not understand the same 
principle, when asserted on behalf of Cana- 
da. $103,000 is the American estimate of 
some two or three boats being prevented 
from making single catches of fish. It ap- 
pears the fishing privileges granted by 
treaty of Washington were of greater value 
than the people of U. S. had been hitherto 
willing to allow. Were the Fortune Bay 
claim tie only surprising difficulty in con- 
nection with tho fishery question, it would 
serve to show by its insignificance, the di~ 
mensions to. which a formidable 
international matter had bsen reduced. 
Unfortunately, the whole question will 
soon come up again. Seeing that the fish- 
ories question is as old as the war of 1812, 
and that itis happily tho only grave question 
betweon the two conantries, surely it calls 
for diplomatic action to settle it immediate- 
Jy and forever. Norsx.—The foregoing pro-

Brown Dewy.—The high fonco at tho 
Commorcial Houso was blown down this 


Brown that tho family, consisting of hor 
solf, Mr. Brown, her son Clark, Ada, agod 
twelvo, and Minnio, agod oight,woro sleep: 
ing up stairs, Clark ina room the 
main part of the house, tho othor in the 
chamber over tho kitchen, both chambovs 
having separate stairs. A man rapped at 
the front door of the kitchen. Her husband 
wont down stairs aud was attacked by the 
man, A struggle onsuod. Sho went down, 
followed by tho youngest girl and seoing 
some ono struggling with hor husband, ran 
out at the back door to givo tho alarm, 
The elder of the two girls who had been 
the last to come down, was attacked at the 
foot of the stairs by the man and brutally 
murdered, her hoad and shoulders being 
hacked in a shoekiag manner in four or 
five places. The son, Clark, who makos a 
similar statement, adds that he ran down 
tho stairs from his room, and encountered 
the strange man as his fathor was falling 
dead ; and ho tried to shoot the man and 
soize him,but failed; that tho man in pass- 
ing out met his sister Ada, and struck her 
with tho axe, felling her to the floor, and 
immediately escaped. Tho brutal decd was 
performed with Brown's axe, found after— 
wards near the back kitchen door. No trace 
of the man can be found, although many 
have been out searching. Brown was not 
known to have an enemy, and noone as 
yot is suspected. Intense excitement. pre- 
yails, and the coroner is momentarily ex- 
pected.

Wasr Wincugster, Ont., Sept. 3:—The 
horrible murder of Mr. Brown and his 
daughter Ada has causod intenso excite- 
ment ip this place to-day. Coroners Black- 
look of Chesterville, and Ohamberlain, of 
Morrisburg,are holding an inquest to-night, 
and Detective Tinkess, of Prescott, came 
this afternoon, and is working up the case, 
and thinks he hasa clue to the guilty 
parties, Dr. Allen, of Cornwall, .s also 
here, and says there will be no trouble in 
arresting the guilty parties. The premises 
in which the deed was perpetrated presents 
a horrible appearance with its pools of 
blood. The corpses must be seen to realize 
the terrible appearances they present, 
Everything is being done to haye the mat- 
ter speedily brought to light. 

Two witnesses were examined only, and 
the inquest was adjourned until to-morrow 
morning at eight e’clock. Tho evidence 
seems not to be against any stranger, but 
appears to point quite clearlyto the son 
Clark. Olark will probably bo arrested 
to-night. It is probable the Jury will not 
get through with the inquest fora day or

Newport, Sept. 6.—Lenard son of Na- 
thaniel Montefiore, of London, and grand 
nephew of Sir Moses Montefiore and 
nephew of the late Sir Anthony Rothschild, 
died this morning, of acute rheumatism, 
which went to his brain.He arrived August 
Brd from England ; was 27 years of age ;

murder his father and sister, under such 
circumstances. {The patricide confosses 
that he had no ill-will towards his father; 
that no persen had instigated kim to 
commit the awful deed; but that the idea 
haunted him during the day and took 
irresistible force on his mind after going to 
bed. 

One of the witnesses at tho inquest 
testified that buta “ew days previous to 
the murder, he told Clark about his father 
having mortzaged the farm for $400, and 
advised him to liye sayingly and work hard 
if he expected to clear it of incumbrances. 
This probably prayed upon the mind ofa 
person whom we believe to be of a pecul- 
iarly oh temperment, and may have 
led to the horrible crime. 

But it seems incredible that a matter of 
such a trivial , nature, comparatively, 
would deaden every particle of filial love, 
and turn a child inte a fiend, Tf the mort- 
gaging of the farm by tho father, 
unknown to the sen, could excite the 
anger of the lattter to ach a degree that 
all paternal love and care were forgotten, 
and murder resolved upon, what could 
prempt the cruel butchery of an innocent 
sister? True, the murderer says he was 
surprised in the act of cutting his father to 
death by the arrival of Ada, who had come 
down from her bed-room up stairs, and 
then determined to kill her, to hide his 
crime. All this is possible fora sane 
man todo, but it is still qnite incred- 
ible. 

It appears that Clark Brown had been 
ill for some time,from ‘the effects ef poison- 
ous substanee in sugar he had featen, and 
was in a nervous stato several days pre) 
vious to the murder. Thero is, therefore, 
a probability that{lie was notin his right 
mind when he conceived the idea ef mur- 
dering his father. But we will not offer this 
plea in extenuation of what must be re: 
garded as one of the most shocking of 
Canadian crimes, 

It will be remembered that, in 1877, a 
Man named Smith was triedin the same 
locality for murdering his wife, by shooting 
her with a royolver while sleoping in bed, 
There was enly circumstantial evidence, 
strong enough to convict, most people 
thonght, and the accused escaped punish- 
ment. Few ever doubted his gnilt, except 
perhaps, the judge and jury who acquitted 
him, Atthesame assizes an old man 
was also tried for wife murder, and he, too, 
went scot free. Those circumstances 
induce the Ottawa Free Press toremark :— 

“It would perhaps be too much to say 
that the immanity they enjoyed had some 
idfluence in leading to the perpetration of 
the foul deed offwhich{Brown has confessed 
himself guilty. But we cannot help think- 
ing that leniency to undoubted murderers 
is groes injustice to those who subsequently 
fall ut the Lands of c1/minals }‘ke this man 
Brown, whio but for his contossion might 
yot be free to walk abroad and commit sim- 
ilar ci:ines to that for which ho awaits 
purishment.”

Wo could, by hunting up some old 
copies of the Cilixn, substantiate that 
* filty years,’’ without any roferonce to the 
Montroal Gazette and Toronto Mail, which 
took higher flights.

THE BLOOMFIELD SALT WELL. 


WE HAVE SOME KVIDENCE THAT IT IS NO 
FRAUD. 


Reports have been circulated about the 
discovery of a saline spring or salt well 
near Bloomfield, in Prince Edward County, 
but those who pretend to have any know- 
ledge of the geological formation of this 
section of Canada, scout the idea of there 
boing a salt deposit in this or adjoining 
counties. They say such a thing is impos: 
sible according to the laws of science, which, 
}ike those of the Medesand Persians, change 
not to please men or circumstances, The 
scientists may be right, but we have in our 
oflice specimens of brine and salt, procured 
from a flowing well on the farm of Mr. 
I’arrington Bedel, near Bloomfield, which 
seem to contradict their assertion. 

This well is now abont 80 foot deep, half 
of which is dug in the usual way, and the 
remainder igs drilled by an inch auger. 
From the holes made by the drill a stromag 
brine flows or rather boils up from a seem- 
ingly inexhaustible supply. ‘Tho sample, 
which hos been handed us’ by Mr. White, 
is qnite clear and strong enough to proserve 
meat in the hottest weather, After stund- 
ing for a time a saline sediment of s reuuish 
white color collects at the bottom. 

From one paillul of the brine, four and a 
half pounds of excellent salt was obtaine* 
by boiling, “bis is an extra production, 
we think, and fally establishes tho value of 
Mr. Bodel’s discovory. 

If, as our scientists say, (here can be no 
salt deposits in the geological formation of 
thia section, how do they account for the 
Bloomfield well? Thobrine and salt which

Lonvon, Sept. 9th.—The Bu‘tish Mission 
at Afghanistan consists of Major Cavagraui, 
his Secretary, Mr. Jenkins, Dr. Kelly, 
Liout. Hamilton commanding, the escort 
consisting of 26 cayalry, 50 infantry anda 
Sepoy guide. The troops of the embassy 
were lodged im 2 Jiouses in the city, joined 
by a quadrangle. The houses were spa- 
cious, but unfortunately chiefly of wood. 
A despatch from Calcutta says it seems 
there is good reason to favor the view that 
the disaffection has not spread all over 
Afghanistan, but that the affair is merely 
a local trouble, which will speodily disap- 
pear when the British troops arrive at 
Caboul. The Government apparently does 
not deubt the fidelity of tho Ameer. 
Bradshah Kahn's adhesion to the British 
cause is valuable as removing what might 
have been a serious obstacle to the advance 
from Kuram to Oabou'. The fact that 
the insurgents did not wait until winter 
snows had blockaded the passes or 
even until the British had evacuated Can- 
dahar seems to indicate that the rising was 
wholly unpremeditated. Tho Khoorun 
column, which will be fitst to move to 
Cabnul, is in excellent condition, not having 
suffered from cholera.

LATEST ADVICES, 


Simla, September 7th.-—Latest advices 
received from Cabal tend to eonfirm the 
belief that Major Cavagnari and the other 
officers of the British mission haye met 
their deaths at the hands ef the infuriated 
mob, It is reported that all were massa- 
cred except nine of the native soldiers at- 
tached to the mission, who succeeded in 
making sheir escape. Tho dead bodies of 
a number of British officers are exposed on 
the walls of Cabul. The Ameer is helpless, 
and urgently asks aid to quell the rebellion. 
The excitement in this city is intense. It 
is reported that the pretender, Abqul 
Rhaman Khan, leads the rebels in Cabul. 

London, Septeraber 7th.—No later de-’ 
tails of the revolt in Cabul have been re- 
ceived tat the Colonial Office. The 
despatches received warrant the Govern-

THE ROYAL MILITARY COLLEGE, 


The Royal Military Colloge re-opened 
yestorday at Kingston. A numberof young 
gentlomon, partly educated by the country, 
return to their labors, and before another 
year has expired, some ot them will have 
acquired professions and be ont in tho 
world. The College has now the privilege 
of nominating two cadets every year for 
the army, and this will, no doubt, be bene- 
ficial. But the country has a right to ox- 
pect something more from the Royal Mili- 
tary College than if promises to do. When 
young gontlemen are assisted in their edu- 
cation by the country, the country has a 
right to expect some reward in return. 
The theory is that the students of the Mili- 
tary College will receive such an education 
as will qualify them to take command, or 
act as staff officers, in case of war. Pend- 
ing the necessity of this, the gentlemen 
who pass through the Military College are 
at liberty to pursano any profession 
or calling they like. In fact, the assistance 
tho country gives promises to be of no value 
te the country except in a case of war. 
This is not the fault of the students; it is 
the fault of the authorities in not providing 
some outlet for the training the students 
undergo. ‘Lhey would make capital ad- 
jutants for volunteer corps—should, too, 
make good A.D.C.'s, and A and B Batteries 
should to a man be officered from their 
ranks. It is to the Military College at 
Kingston that we should look for the greater 
part, it not all, our future Brigade Majors 
and D. A. G.'s. If the volunteer service is 
worth having at ail, or if itis necessary, it 
is just the place for the students of the 
Military Colloge. It is too soon to oxpect 
much results, ‘he College is not sufficient- 
ly long established to warrant us in saying 
that it will not fully meet the object for 
which it was established; but at present we 
seo all the avenues which should be open 
to the students closed, and we do not notice 
the slightest provision being made by the 
Government to take advantage of the ex- 
perience of young mon, for which experi— 
ence, however, the people have to pay.

There is a specious of irony in the first 
paragraph above that proves the author to 
be something of a humorist. Ho is not 
surprised at Canadian loyalty—for to be 
loyal to the Crown, is the loyalty of self- 
interest ; bot the question that appeals to 
him is as to how England can afford to re- 
main loyal to Canada without humiliation, 
And in this Sir George does not stand alone. 
There is a large and growing party in Eng- 
laad which has spoken previously on this 
question, to which Sir Georgo's yiows will 
give vitality and strength. 

Tt will be an interesting epoch in the his- 
tory of this country when the question of 
loyalty, by the act of our own people, shall 
be transferred trom Canada to England— 
when the question will be—“What is the 
fosling of England towards Canada?” It 
will be more than an interesting epoch, for 
it may naturally lead to changes that the 
party of loyalty in this country will scarce- 
ly feel it desirable to assumo the responsi- 
bility of, however difficult it may be to 
transfer it to other shoulders. Sir George 
Campbell sees very decided advantages to 
Canada in the present connection, and no 
real or even imaginary advantages to the 
Empire ;, and ho is not surprised at our 
huzzas and unctious glorying in the Em- 
pire while we are enjoying the egg, and the 
Empire is made content with the shell; but 
he thinks it is “somewhat humiliating” to 
the Hiupire. 

In reference to Protection as it applies to 
Canada, Sir George says :—Tho Canadian 
protective system is much lesa excusable 
than that of the Americans, inasmuch as 
Cavada’s prodnetion is much narrower and 
less yaried, ani by her protective system 
she wounds in the tenderest spot the Powor 
to which sho looks for support.” And so 
fay wo all who have differed from those 
under whose machinations « protective Bys- 
tem has been thrust upon us. This ia pre- 
cisely the position we have taken from tho 
first, viz.;. That however desirable Pro. 
tection might be under certain ciroum- 
stances; howover desirable it may be, and 
doubtless is to our neighbors who have an 
ondlessjvaricty of climate and boundless 
wealth of raw materials of every class, it 
cannot be of advantage to a country of four 
millions of people who havo the longitu-

Barley may be called about 
an average crop, for although the figures 
represent an over average yield the berry 
has been discoloured in many places. Corn 
is not extensively grown in Canada, and 
only for local consumption, It is backward 
in growth, but promises a tair yield. Root 
crops in all sections are coming on magni- 
ficently. Potatoes haye been unusually 
abundant and of superior quality, and 
other roots still in the ground will give an 
enormous crop. _ Fruit promises not more 
than an averago, frost haying done conside- 
rable damage in the spring.

all practical purposes, bo credited with the 
pursuance of his original plans, at loast so 
far as they could have been secured alter 
the failure of Allan's plot to rob the coun- 
try of its elective franchiso. Still, the in- 
dopendent press, like the Te’egram,soes noth- 
ing to find fault with hore, Like the Tory 
press—Sir John's apologists—itis apparent- 
ly taken for granted that because Sir John 
does those things they aro all right, while 
asa mattorof fact, burdens are buing heap- 
ed upon the country that will ultimatoly 
sap its industries and broak tho usarts of 
the people now anxiousto buildup a Nation 
on this continent to rival ths Union that 
jolns us on the South. 

The idea of Canadian Nationality is one 
that requires careful nursing in this coun- 
try. It is not difficult to see how the goal 
of unwise political leaders might thwart 
the wisest purpose on the one hand, and 
that undue haste might be equally disas- 
trous on the other. The reach is a long 
one, and there are many grave contingen- 
cies to surmount before success can crown 
our offorts. We may dishoarten the masses

Tux new phase of the Afghanistan diffi- 
culty is assuming alarming proportions.

The tono 
of diplomatic intercourse between tho two 
nations is alvendy pitched ia # major koy, 
and threatens to become dofiant soon.

Lonpon, Sept. 22.—A despatch from 


Rangoon says: ‘'Genorally believed ordors 
havo been sent tothe acting Rosident at 
Mandalay, Burmah, to loave with his party 
ag soon as he can without betraying an 
undignified haste or an appearance of foar. 
This measuro will givo general satisfaction, 
as to the intercourse now existing between 
the Residency and the Burnese Court,with- 
out running any risk for the acting Resi— 
dent. He has not been treated with moro 
discourtesy than was shown to the Resi- 
dent, but ordinary attentions due to a re- 
resentative of the British Government 
1ayo been studiously withheld, and his 
presence had no effect in checking crueltios 
which are still practised by the Court. It 
is just possible the acting Resident may 
think it less dangerous to remain quietly 
than to leave. Actual risk to members of 
the Residency is only slight, still some risk 
is inestimable so long as the King continues 
his drinking orgies, surrounded by young 
advisers too ignorant and het headed to 
appreciate the danger of war with Eng- 
land. Tho Burmese were reported dolight- 
ed at the departure of Cel. Browne, British 
Resident, declaring theyfonly desire to be 
left alone to pursne their own policy with- 
out the interference of foreigners. Tho 
King dislikes having foreigners near him. 
Everything is reported quiet at Mandalay, 
although the King's cruelties continue. 

Lonpon, Sept. 22.—A  Caloutta despatch 
says the Government is not satisfied re- 
garding the Ameer's conduct. The Ameer 
has caused the execution of the commander 
of themutineers. Public opinion is strongly 
against the Ameer for not pretecting the 
lives of members of the embassy. He has 
forfeited forever the respect of hie subjects.

Belgian or in quality with that of Belgian 
and English manufacture. ‘Tho increased 
duty has not matorially affected the prieo 
of glass, fer it has stoadily fallon in price 
since the new tariff was imposed, Tho 
latest quotations show that star glass is 
firmer in price, but diamond can bo bought 
easily at tormer prices, so that the attitude 
ofthe foreign market is net encouraging. 
Tho heavy duties of the United States can- 
not keep out Belgian window glass, 80 wo 
fail to seo much encouragement for the 
Canadian projeet. In Bolgium there are 
gregjt deposits ot the finost sand, and labor 
is very cheap. England imports sand fro.n 
Bolgium, and is only able to compote with 
Belgium on account of certain featuros in 
the mannfacture of tho article. Both Bel- 
giuu and England have cheapor coal than 
Canada, and aro in every other way equally 
woll situated with this country.

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STRANGE OCEAN MONSTERS. 


TALES TOLD BY MARINERS FOR THE 
LANDLUBBERS. 


EARS oF 


The office in Hanoyer Place of Cliristian 
Bros, Consul-Genoral for Sweden and Nor- 
| way, was filled with an excited group of 
sailors prior to business hours on Wadnes— 
day. They exhibited radically difforent 
kinds of emotion, some woeping and beg- 
ging to be taken to Scandinayia, and others 
angrily asserting, in the purest vornacular, 
their innocence of some undefined accusn— 
tion. The uproar was explained upon the 
entrance of the Consul-Geners], 

_'* These seamen,” he said, “aro the sur- 
viving crew of the Norwegian bark * Col- 
umbia,’ that was sunk so mysterionaly on 
Thursday last in lat, 47 dog., long. 48 dog. 
54 min, They were picked up in open 
boats by the Rotterdam steamer ‘P, Ca- 
Jand’ a few hours after the wrecking. They 
claim that a strange marine monster stove 
ahole in the bark, Othors suggest the 
idea of scuttling, and the latter charge is 
what they are wrangling about.” 

An agent of the Columbia yclunteered the 


information that she was of 450 tons burden, 
owned by Capt. Reed of Funschborg. Hereost 
was $20,000. Nothing is known on this side 
of the Atlantic of the amount of her insur- 
ance, It is regarded as a similar fact,how- 
ever, that a crew of twelve men should 
be sent out with the ship sailing in ballast. 

Mate Peterson made ‘a detailed state~ 
ent to the Consul-General. After leaving 
London, a straight course was steered for 


Quebec. At 10:30 a.m,, on the fourth of 
September,a sudden shock threw the whole 
crew on their faces. In utter amazement 
Captain Larsen looked over the vessel's 
side only to se0 a black mass rising from 
the bows. Inafew seconds it assumed 
the shape of a whale, but was nearly twice 
the size of an ordinary one, and unrecog= 
nizable by reasou of bloody lacerations, 
The sea was dyed red for a distance of filty 
feet on either side. The mate's experience 
is best told in his own words: 

“The big fish was over fifty feet long. 
It thrashed around in great fury. I 
thought we had struck a rock. If it was 
a whale wo must have killedhim. During 
the excitement somebody discovered water 
rushing into the hold. Larsen put on the 
pumps. but couldn’t reduce the steady 

our of water. I climbed over the side, 
owering myself by a,rope to the water's 
edge,and then saw that six four-inch planks 
had been crushed in and afterwards ripped 
off. The monster that did the mischiof 
floundored about a few minutes and then 
sunk. We began te dothe same thing. 
Larsen got into one of the two open boats, 
and I took the other. We forsook our 
clothes money—everything. With six men 
in each boat we put off the Columbia going 
down at 12:45 o'clock. We were thankful 
to escape. A new danger threaten— 
ed us. We had neither water 
Dor. provisions. Ve. soanayiug™ ubsing 
banks of Newfoundland, where we hoped 
some small vessels might be found. In 
less than three hours we sighted the steam- 
er P. Caland which responded to a signal 
of distress made up ofan oarand a black 
coat.” 

Capt. Deddes, of the rescuing steamer, 
is of the pinion thatthe story given b: 
the Norwegians is truo. Their stories all 
The only similar case eoming to 
the knowledge of the captain was that ot 
a Cunard steamer, which last year had her 
propellor shattered by a whale. The fol- 
lowing official report of the rescue was 
sent by Captain Deddes to the Rotterdam 
and Antwerp Steamship Company :— _ 

Sept 4, about 3 p, m. saw two boats with 
twelve men in them. Shaped our course 
for them and took the men on board. We 
set the boats adrift. The men proved to 
be thie whole shipwrecked crew of the Nor 
wegian bark ‘Columbia’ bound from Lon- 
don for Quebec. Capt. Larsen, of the 
“Columbia,” his mate Mr. H. Peterson, 
and the crew made the following state- 
ment : On their voyage from London they 
met with variable winds and woather until 
Sept. 4th, when sailing with all sails set, in 
a light, northeast wind,about 11 a. m. they 
felt a sudden sheck. On looking overboard 
they saw the sea discolored by blood, and 
either a fish or other sea monster making 
away from the ship as fast as it could. At 
the same time Capt. Larsen heard some 
of his men crying that the ship was leaking 
badly and filling very fast. He went down 
into the hold, but soon found that nothing 
could be done to save the ship. When he 
came on deck again the crew had bravely 
time to put the boats overboard and take a 
few thing withthem. Half an hour after 
they left the ‘‘Coulmbia’fsho went down. 
Shortly ufterward they discovered us 
coming in their way; and put up a polo 
with a signalof distress, which we per- 
ceived. After taking them on board we 
proceeded on our course. 

The crew of the American ship “Priva- 
teer,” which arrived in this port trom Lon- 
don on Monday night, hada remarkable 
experience with a sea serpent off the French 
coast, Capt, J. I, Cox brought the vessel 
in charter for James E. Levett, of No. 57 
South Street. Mr. Cox is a steut bronzed 
veteran of the seas, and the possessor of a 
réputation for veracity and good seaman- 
ship that it would) be difficult to call into 
question. He related to a reporter thie fol- 
lowing tale which was youched for by 
three able seamen of tho ‘Privateer" : 

“Woe left London on August 8rd in the 
fine sailing weather. There was a rattling 
breeze on the storm quarter that drove us 
throught the channel in magnificent atylo. 
At about two o'clock on the afternoon of 
the 6th I stood smoking on tho after deck, 
with my baek to the rail. Wo were 
skimmering along at about seven knots 
under a tack leading inshore. Bresto was 
just 100 miles on the port. Suddenly 
Jack Harlow, my man at the wheel, caught 
sight’ of something in the  wator 
that mado his, oyes stand out like billiard 
balls, He dropped the wheel with exclama- 
tion, Graeious,look at that! *Tturned quick- 
ly, and was confronted by ono of the most 
horrible, blood-curdling nights it has oyer 
beon my luck to run across. Thoro was a 
non serpent, sure enough—a regular ann— 
conda of the deep. I knew nothing of such 
monators until that momont, although L've 
hoard many inorediblo stories about them 
without taking any stock on my own ao- 
count. Now, I’m not a coward, but I 
shook all over, darn it, when I clappod my 
oyos on that immenso mass of black coils 
rising out of tho sea.” 

“ What did it resemble ?” 

“A hugo snake. Tho sky was cloar and 
a pretty strong sun struck tho object, 80 I 
will swoar it was no delusion.

Thomas, the elder of the two, was remark- 
able for ils romantic ideas. Ite was ol- 


ways talking about pirates, and highway- 
men, and caves, and hidden treasures. The 
fact is, the boy was gifted with an oextra- 
ordinarily vivid imagination, and a love 
for the sensational and romantic that al- 
most amounted toa disease. Most boys 
have their fail share of this dangerons 
characteristic, but in Tom Doalit was little 
less than w passion. Doubtless, boy-likey 
he indulged himself largely in the perusal 
of the “moving accidents by flood and 
field” with which the dime novels teem, 
until his whole mind became permeated 
with an unhealthy tone.

Trenton, N. J., Sept. 20,—Peter Goelet, 
who holds bonds on which the city of 
Eltzobeth has failed to pay interest, has 
applied for the appointment of a receiver 
of that city. 

Lonpon, Sept. 80,—The man arrested 
last week for forgery at Glynn Mills & Co., 
bankers, has been identified as Wm. Ring- 
gold Cooper, formerly of U. S. navy, and 
atterwards a daring and expert forger. In 
Washington he forged the names of sever 
al paymasters, and by representing himself 
as a paymaster drow large sums of money. 
He was arrested. It was reported he died 
in prison, but in reality he went to San 
Francisco, became a stock broker, commit) 
ted numerous forgeries and fled. His forg- 
ery on Glynn, Mills & Co., was for $20,- 
000, and he would have escaped but for 
tool hardiness in returning to their bank 
and demanding to know what all the talk 
about a forged cheque meant. He was 
promptly arrested, and it then leaked out 
he had presented a forged cheque 
for £400 on the Bankof England, June 
28th. He drove up in a carriage and sent 
a boy in with the check. When the boy 
was qnostioned, the forger ordered the 
carriage to drive on and disappeared. With 
brazen audacity Cooper soon afterwards 
opened an account at Bank of England, but 
was not recognized. Detectives found he 
had been residing at a beautiful country 
seat called “Hast Lodge’ at Hemmel 
Hempstead, Hertfordshire. Here he lived 
in sumptuous fashion, and hunted and shot 
with the neighboring gentry; attended 
church regularly, gave grand dinners and 
helped the poor liberally. He was highly 
respected. He paid frequent visits to Lon- 
don in disguise and forged the names of 
his neighbors in Hertfordshire. He stout- 
ly maintains his innocence. Cooper was 
born in Smyrna, Delaware, enlisted in the 
navy in ’61, and after the war secured an 
appointment in the navy department. He 
there forged a requisition purporting to 
come from Paymaster Spalding, for $175,- 
000. He married the daughter of Govern- 
ment Printer Defrees, and was arrested the 
day after the ceremony, and sentenced 5 
years _ to imprisonmjnt. In 10 
he went. to New Orleans, married 
an estimable widow, squandered her fo:- 
tune, was arrested for forgery, escaped 

unishment, fled to San Francisco, robbed 
his business partner of nearly $60,000, and 
disappeared. Forgeries amounting tofrom 
£10,000 to £15,000 on American letters of 
credit were recently committed, Smith 
Payne & Co. being the victims. ‘The forg- 
ers got a thousand pounds of Bank of Eng: 
land notes from Smiths, then went to the 
Bank of England, represented they were 
going to South America and wanted gold. 
The bank people gave them gold and small 
notes, No clue has been discovered.

Ifa general refusal to pay 
rent is followed by wholesale eviction this 
will almost certainly be followed by a 
series of agrarian murders, and unless the 
Irish-executive is prepared to support the 
landlords by measures amounting to little 
less than military occupation of a large 
part of the country the landlords will 
haye to choose between virtually conceding 
to the tenants claims or giving a signal 
for the outbreak of something hardly dis- 
tinguisable from civil war. The anti-reht 
agitation is only one among other symp- 
toms of the general unrest of Ireland. It 
should be noted that an old statute which 
prohibited conventions in Ireland has been 
repealed.
